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Big bust 
nets cash, 
cars, drugs 

O Four family members among those charged 
O Investigators seized $240,000 in cash 
O Illicit drugs valued at $250,000 found in home 

A series of investigations this year led to 
the arrest of five individuals for allegedly 
manufacturing and distributing anabolic 
steroids from a north-end home. 

A search by officers during the investi¬ 
gation revealed a homegrown lab where 
the drugs were being mixed and 
packaged. 

Charles Fougere and Susan Fougere, as 
well as their two sons Troy and Trevor 
Fougere, and Brock Chichalc were all 
charged with various counts of 
production, possession and trafficking 
following a series of seizures by police in 
late August. 

“Under Canadian law it’s not illegal to 
possess or use steroids for personal pur¬ 
poses,” said Inspector Greg Preston, EPS 
Organized Crime Branch. 

“However, it is illegal under the Con¬ 
trolled Drugs and Substances Act to traf¬ 
fic in, or possess these types of drugs for 
the purpose of trafficking.” 

The overall investigation seized 
$240,000 cash which police say is from 
crime-related revenue; roughly $230,000

worth of charge-related property; and ap¬ 
proximately $250,000 worth of illicit 
drugs, consisting mostly of anabolic 
steroids. 

“There’s no quality control here. We’re 
dealing with something that’s being pro¬ 
duced illegally, imported illegally, and 
sold illegally,” said Preston.

AT THE 
FILM FEST 


For Once In My Live is a musical 
documentary about the Spirit of 
the Goodwill Band, the only 
performance band in the 
country whose 29 members 
have diverse mental and 
physical abilities. 


E ach of them faces a 

unique set of challenges 
from cruel taunts to 
parental abandonment. 
But the only sad part of 
this documentary is that 
this band is the only one of its kind. 

Javier Pena has been the musical 
director since 1996. He is patient 
with his musicians and singers, but is 


also a strict taskmaster. When they 
tell him they can’t do something, he 
tells them gently but firmly that 
they will. Inexorably, he moves 
them closer to their goal of perform¬ 
ing a new song for the U.S. Mayors 
Convention, for a crowd of more 
than 1,000 people in a huge venue. 

The film intercuts rehearsals and 
concerts with short forays into the 
lives of the band members. There is 
Christian, the sweet-tempered 
pianist. Blind and autistic, 
Christian’s goals are to have a fami¬ 
ly and to be a famous musician so 
people can witness what disabled 
people can do. 

Nancy, who is somewhat mental¬ 
ly slow, is a singer and a reluctant 
dancer (she describes herself as 


“not the best dancer in the world”). 
Then there are Jaiy and Juan, two 
mentally disabled brothers whose 
antics continually frustrate Javier. 

The band gives them a creative 
outlet for their anxieties and their 
intense rehearsals give them a 
sense of self-worth. But rehearsal is 
not the real world and when they 
are faced with the stage, even their 
rock, Javier, is nervous. 

“Money and time are running 
the show,” he says glumly. 

The movie has many great 
moments — along with some huge 
laughs — but the filmmaker’s end¬ 
ing was particularly powerful. It 
ends with a simple scene, just Javier 
teaching a new student to sing as 
he begins his journey again.

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Moscow’s 
mayor gets 
the boot 

President Dmitiy 
Medvedev fired 
Moscow’s boisterous 
mayor yesterday, 
ousting the man who 
gave the capital a mod¬ 
ern facelift but 
destroyed some of its 
most precious historic 
landmarks amid a 
construction boom that 


turned his wife into Rus¬ 
sia’s wealthiest woman. 

Medvedev signed a de¬ 
cree relieving the 74- 
year-old Yuri Luzhkov of 
his duties due to a “loss 
of confidence” in him af¬ 
ter Luzhkov openly 
defied the Kremlin and 
rejected a face-saving of¬ 
fer to resign after 18 
years on the job. 

Medvedev and his 
predecessor and mentor, 
Prime Minister Vladimir 
Putin, appeared to be 
sending a powerful 
signal that no regional 
leader was indispensable.

Blogger tossed 
in Iranian jail 


An Iranian court has sen¬ 
tenced the founder of one 
of the first Farsi-language 
blogs, credited with spark¬ 
ing the boom in Iranian re¬ 
form bloggers, to more 
than 19 years in prison for 
his writings, a news web¬ 
site reported yesterday. 

Iranian-Canadian Hos- 
sein Derakhshan, 35, was a 
controversial figure among 
Iran’s blogging communi¬ 
ty. Writing his blog from 
Canada, he was initially a 


critic of Iran’s clerical lead¬ 
ership. But he later became 
a vocal supporter of hard¬ 
line President Mahmoud 
Ahmadinejad, praising him 
for standing up to the West 
and criticizing opponents. 

Derakhshan then visit¬ 
ed Iran in 2008 and was ar¬ 
rested. Over the next two 
years, he was often held 
without communication 
with family or lawyers, ac¬ 
cording to rights groups.

Man opens lire at 
Texas university

But gunman fatally shoots himself 


A man wearing dark 
clothes and a ski mask 
opened fire with an assault 
rifle yesterday inside a Uni¬ 
versity of Texas library, 
then fatally shot himself. 
Police were hunting for a 
possible second suspect. 

The 50,000-student cam¬ 
pus — the site of one of 
the country’s deadliest 
shooting rampages four 
decades ago — was on 
lockdown while officers 
with bomb-sniffing dogs 
carried out a building-by¬ 
building manhunt. 

Campus police spokes¬ 
woman Rhonda Weldon 
said a man fired an auto¬ 
matic weapon on the sixth 
floor of the Perry-Castane- 
da Library then shot him¬ 
self dead. Austin Police 
Chief Art Acevedo said the 
gunman fired an AK-47. 

Acevedo told a news con¬ 
ference that police are in¬ 
vestigating what he 
described as a second crime 


scene outside the library 
where shots also were fired. 

Randall Wilhite, an ad¬ 
junct law professor at the 
university, said he was 
driving to class when he 
saw “students start scram¬ 
bling behind wastebaskets, 
trees and monuments,” 
and then a young man car¬ 
rying an assault rifle 
sprinting along the street. 

The professor said the 
gunman had the opportuni¬ 
ty to shoot several students 
and Wilhite, but didn’t. 

Police were patrolling 
buildings with bomb-sniff¬ 
ing dogs to hunt for the 
possible second suspect 
and make sure no explo¬ 
sives had been left behind. 

The university cancelled 
classes for the day. Police 
and university officials 
locked down the campus 
for several hours and early 
afternoon started to allow 
students to leave.

Israeli navy 
seizes boat 
of activists 

Israeli naval forces seized 
a sailboat yesterday carry¬ 
ing nine Jewish activists 
toward blockaded Gaza 
without meeting any 
resistance and then escort¬ 
ed it safely to shore, the 
military said. 

The incident came four 
months after a deadly 
Israeli raid on a Turkish- 
led international flotilla, 
in which Israeli naval com¬ 
mandos killed nine Turk¬ 
ish activists, one of them a 
dual Turkish-American cit¬ 
izen.

Tycoon evades death penalty 


An Egyptian real-estate ty¬ 
coon accused of hiring a 
hit man to kill his pop 
star lover, the 30-year-old 
Suzanne Tamim, was 
spared the death penalty 
yesterday after a retrial 
changed his original sen¬ 
tence to 15 years in 
prison. 

The reduced sentence 
of Hisham Moustafa, a 
prominent member of 
Egypt’s ruling party, for 
the brutal murder of the 
Lebanese singer is likely 
to spark new accusations 
of political influence. 

Moustafa, the builder 
behind the luxury sub¬ 
urbs for the rich that now 


ring impoverished Cairo, 
was close to the powerful 
son of Egypt’s president 
and has come to symbol¬ 
ize the close bond be¬ 
tween businessmen and 
politicians in recent 
years. 

The judge convicted 
Moustafa for conspiracy 
to murder the 30-year-old 
Suzanne Tamim and gave 
him 15 years in prison. 
The timing of the verdict 
came as a surprise be¬ 
cause there had been no 
indication the retrial was 
ending and the defence 
still had more witnesses. 

“The 15-year imprison¬ 
ment as a penalty for con¬ 


spiring to murder doesn’t 
exist in the Egyptian law,” 
said Essam Sultan, a 
prominent opposition 
lawyer, adding that the 
charge normally has only 
had two penalties, death 
or a life sentence. 

The tycoon was origi¬ 
nally sentenced to death 
in May 2009 after being 
convicted of paying a re¬ 
tired Egyptian police offi¬ 
cer $2 million to kill 
Tamim while she was in 
Dubai, United Arab Emi¬ 
rates, in July 2008. The 
court in March over¬ 
turned the conviction on 
procedural grounds.

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Ontario court 
strikes down 
prostitution law 


O Canada could become a sex-tourism destination if 
related activities are decriminalized: Federal government 


A sex-trade worker who 
challenged Canada’s pros¬ 
titution laws hailed yester¬ 
day as “emancipation day” 
after provisions that effec¬ 
tively criminalize prostitu¬ 
tion were struck down as 
unconstitutional by an On¬ 
tario court. 

Laws against keeping a 
common bawdy house, 
communicating for the 
purposes of prostitution 
and living on the avails of 
the trade “are not in ac¬ 
cord with the principles of 
fundamental justice,” the 
Ontario Superior Court 
ruled. 

They put sex-trade 
workers in danger, the 
court said. 

“You can’t imagine

“This is poetic justice.” 

Prostitution was not il¬ 
legal in Canada, but the 
court struck down three 
provisions that criminal¬ 
ized most aspects of prosti¬ 
tution. 

“These laws, individu¬ 
ally and together, force 
prostitutes to choose be¬ 
tween their liberty interest 
and their right to security 
of the person as protected 
under the Canadian Char¬ 
ter of Rights and Free¬ 
doms,” Justice Susan 
Himel wrote her in deci¬ 
sion. 

The judgment is sub¬ 
ject to a 30-day stay.

As usual, when scientific 
research and being a man 
intersect it’s a good 
news/bad news thing. 

The good news: 
Researchers at the Univer¬ 
sity of Waterloo have final¬ 
ly determined why your 
husband won’t apologize. 
It’s because he doesn’t 
think he’s done anything 
wrong, whereas you think 
eveiything that you, he 
and eveiyone else does is 
sketchy. 

Waterloo psychologists 
Karina Schumann and 
Michael Ross asked 66 
people (33 women and 33 
men) to keep track of how 
many times they 
apologized for anything 
over a 12-day period. 


They found women 
both apologized more and 
felt they had caused 
offence more. We’re talk¬ 
ing, “Sony for bumping 
into you” sort of transgres¬ 
sions, rather than the 
“Sony for accidentally poi¬ 
soning your cat” sort. 

Men, on the other 
hand, felt they had caused 
offence less, and therefore 
apologized less. But both 


genders apologized at the 
same rate and just as effu¬ 
sively if they believed an 
apology was owed. 

In most cases, both sex¬ 
es apologized for roughly 
80 per cent of the offences 
they caused. This seems to 
put the cliche to rest that 
men refuse to apologize 
for anything lest it dent 
their fragile egos.

“I never wanted to act, I al¬ 
ways wanted to dance, but a 
casting director came to the 
school to do general audi¬ 
tions for film and I got into 
it that way.

Titanic star 
dead at 100 

Gloria Stuart, the 1930s 
Hollywood leading lady 
who years later became the 
oldest Academy Award act¬ 
ing nominee for her role as 
the spunky survivor in Ti¬ 
tanic, has died. She was 100. 

Stuart died of respiratory 
failure Sunday night at her 
Los Angeles home, her 
daughter, Sylvia Thompson, 
said Monday. The actress 
had been diagnosed with 
lung cancer five years ago 
and had beaten breast can¬ 
cer about 20 years ago, 
Thompson said. 

In her youth. Stuart was 
a blond beauty who starred 
in B pictures as well as 
some higher-profile ones 
such as The Invisible Man, 
Busby Berkeley’s Gold Dig¬ 
gers of 1935 and two 
Shirley Temple movies. 
Poor Little Rich Girl and Re¬ 
becca of Sunnybrook Farm. 
But by the mid-1940s she 
had retired. 

She resumed acting in 
the 1970s, doing occasional 



TV and film work. But Stu¬ 
art’s later career would 
have remained largely a 
footnote if James Cameron 
had not chosen her for his 
1997 epic about the 
doomed luxury liner that 
struck an iceberg and sank 
on its maiden voyage in 


1912. 

Stuart co-starred as Rose 
Calvert, the 101-year-old 
survivor played by Kate 
Winslet as a young woman.

the first few episodes. 

“I can’t help it,” Danza 
told The Associated Press. 
“You see yourself in them. 
You want them to learn 
from your mistakes and 
you can’t get it through to 
them.” 

Danza also threw him¬ 
self into civic life and ex¬ 
tracurricular activities. He 
helped coach Northeast’s 
football team, organized a 
student variety show, sang 
the national anthem at a 
Phillies game, and partici¬ 
pated in a citywide clean¬ 
up and a poetry slam.

West Coast beckons 
winter storm chasers 


O Tofino storms offer magnificent sensory experience for adventurers and sybarites alike 


Charles McDiarmid recalls 
being awake in his par¬ 
ents’ remote West Coast 
cabin listening to low 
buzzing sounds reverber¬ 
ating from huge pieces of 
driftwood being tossed 
against the shore by the 
winter waves off Tofino on 
Vancouver Island. 

The low pitch of the vi¬ 
brating storm-beaten logs 
was powerful and magnifi¬ 
cent, says McDiarmid, and 
the everlasting drone con¬ 
tributed to a West Coast 


travel phenomenon: Win¬ 
ter storm watching. 

McDiarmid, whose fam¬ 
ily first built a cabin in the 
area in 1955, became con¬ 
vinced others would also 
be fascinated by the 
cleansing experience of a 
West Coast winter storm. 

Since 1996, his family 
has operated the Wiclc- 
aninnish Inn at Chester- 
man Beach near Tofino, 
about 400 kilometres 
northwest of Victoria.

more than a dozen major 
storms over the winter, 
from mid-November until 
February. 

There is no land be¬ 


tween the West Coast of 
Vancouver Island and the 
east coast of Japan, which 
allows the swells to build. 
Many are 10-metres high 
when they hit shallow wa¬ 
ter and explode against 
the rocks. 

“We’re such an urban 
society and Mother Nature 
in the city is generally an 
inconvenience,” says Mc¬ 
Diarmid. “Here, there is 
no such thing as bad 
weather.” 

But winter storm watch¬ 


ing is not just for out- 
doorsy types who put on 
gum boots, rain slickers 
and head for kilometers of 
open sandy beach. 

Many watch the storms 
unfold from a safe, warm 
fireside vantage point 
wrapped in a warm blan¬ 
ket. “It’s a good feeling to 
be all snuggled up in a 
nice, warm comfortable 
environment and seeing 
Mother Nature unfold for 
you,” says McDiarmid.

Grilled cheese sandwiches 
are right up there with 
the best of cool-weather 
comfort foods and this is 
the time of year to enjoy 
them. 

During a break from 
raking leaves or watching 
a football game on televi¬ 
sion, grilled cheese on 
bread or buns is just the 
solution to satisfy rum¬ 
bling tummies, says a 
chef who recently won 
first prize for his creation 
at a national competition. 

“When you get into 
cooler weather you want 
food that makes you feel 
good and toasted cheese 
sandwiches do the job,” 
says Michael Howell, own¬ 
er and chef of Tempest 
Restaurant in Wolfville, 
N.S. 

The cook-off competi¬ 
tion held in Toronto and 
run by Dairy Farmers of 
Canada pitched four chefs 
against one another to 
come up with the best 
grilled cheese sandwich. 

Howell won for his 
Panini Toscano recipe us¬ 
ing havarti and prosciutto 
on a ciabatta bun. 

In fact, he and his wife, 
who have a booth at the 
Wolfville Farmers’ Market 
on Saturdays, started serv¬ 
ing their customers 


grilled cheese sandwiches 
on Texas toast, he says. 

His favourite cheese is 
Gouda “because of its 
meltability.” But he also 
likes to use havarti and 
mozzarella when grilling 
his sandwiches. 

Chef Paul Rogalslci, co¬ 
owner and chef at Cal¬ 
gary’s Rouge Restaurant, 
another contender at the 
cook-off held during the 


Canadian National Exhibi¬ 
tion last month, is partic¬ 
ularly fond of Canadian 
aged cheddar for his 
grilled sandwiches. 

“I think it is one of the 
most important and ver¬ 
satile cheeses we have, 
and just about every 
Canadian refrigerator has 
a chunk inside, I bet,” he 
says.

WHEN A CONTRACTOR 
BECOMES AN EMPLOYEE 



I t’s workplace law’s 
newest 
phenomenon: 
employers, happy to 
unburden 

themselves from the 
various costs and liabilities 
associated with their 
employees, increasingly re¬ 
taining “contractors” to per¬ 
form the same services 
their employees did before. 

Often their former 
employees are transformed 
into contractors and these 
“contractors,” content to 
pay less taxes than they did 
before, are not about to 
complain. However, this 
arrangement is often a 
fraud. When these arrange¬ 
ments are challenged, 
courts are apt to find that 
the contractors were truly 
employees. No surprise 
there. The arrangement 
represented little else than 
a “label.” Seldom will a 
label be sufficient. What ac¬ 
tually matters is how the 
parties behaved. 

When is a contractor ac¬ 
tually an employee? 

Despite signing an agree¬ 
ment stating that he was a 
contractor, sales agent Jose 
Santos was actually an em¬ 
ployee. Over a 20-year peri¬ 


od, Santos worked for a va¬ 
riety of different employers, 
selling vacuum cleaners 
and accessories 
manufactured by HMI 
industries Inc. When he 
eventually signed a contract 
with HMI directly, he was 
required to follow its poli¬ 
cies and procedures, as 
well, as report to a director 
of sales. 

Since contractors are not 
generally entitled to sever¬ 
ance, when HMI ended the 
relationship, Santos sued 
for wrongful dismissal, 
claiming that he was actual¬ 
ly their employee. Recently, 
the Quebec Court of Appeal 
heard his case and it agreed. 
The Court stated that it was 
not bound by what the par¬ 
ties called themselves, but 
rather, how they behaved. 
Here, Santos was closely su¬ 


pervised by HMI and was 
under its control and direc¬ 
tion. Although he had some 
independence in how he 
performed his job, it was 
not enough freedom to 
characterize him as truly in¬ 
dependent from HMI. 

Employers and employ¬ 
ees continue to get this 
wrong. If you want to 
employ or be employed as a 
contractor, then do as 
follows: Ensure there is a 
clear separation between 
the employer’s business 
and the contractor. Permit 
the contractor to perform 
services for others and to 
maintain genuine 
discretion over how and 
when the job is performed. 
Even an airtight contractor 
agreement will not be reli¬ 
able unless the parties stick 
to what it says.

O Lunch box study reveals poor nutritional food and drink choices 


When dietitian Shannon 
Crocker agreed to go into 
four kindergarten class¬ 
rooms in two Ontario ele¬ 
mentary schools and 
check the contents of the 
children’s lunch boxes, 
she was dismayed by what 
she found. 

“Many were packed 
with poor food and drink 
choices such as cold hot 
dogs, gummy treats, sug¬ 
ary fruit beverages and 
packaged cookies,” says 
the Ancaster, Ont., mother 
of two. 

Kindergarten classes 
were chosen because On¬ 
tario began introducing its 
new Early Learning Pro¬ 
gram in September, which 
means thousands of four- 
and five-year-olds now at¬ 
tend school for a full day. 

Crocker adds that many

“The 
schools are not identified 
out of respect for the fami¬ 
lies and the fact that nutri¬ 
tionally poor school 
lunches is a problem all 
across Canada.” 

Crocker and an assis¬ 
tant checked 82 lunches 
during the survey and 
found that 85 per cent had 
no vegetables and almost 
eveiy container had one 
sugaiy treat and some up 
to five. 

“Only five lunches in¬ 
cluded milk, but most of 
them had at least one sug¬ 
ary fruit-flavoured drink of 
little or zero nutritional 



value,” she says. 

However, both schools 
were about to sign on to 
milk programs for their 
students in which a dairy 
delivers cartons to the 
schools daily, she says. 

But Crocker found that 
most children had only 
one drink to get them 
through the day, while 
“some had nothing to 
drink at all.” 

However, she under¬ 
stands there are several 
reasons lunches may not 
make the grade. 

“If a child doesn’t eat 
much, parents might pack 
small amounts of food or 
busy mornings allow little 
time to assemble lunches,” 
she suggests. “Money may 


be a factor or there may 
not have been much food 
in the fridge that day.” 

But her major concern 
is that parents may not un¬ 
derstand the direct link be¬ 
tween good nutrition and 
learning. 

“As a dietitian what I 
want to see are the four 
food groups represented,” 
Crocker say. “That would 
be a couple of servings of 
grain products such as 
whole grains rather than 
white bread. 

“There should also be at 
least two servings of fruits 
and vegetables as well as 
milk or milk alternative 
such as yogurt or hard 
cheese.”

If the 2011 Mercedes-Benz 
R-Class is the new shape of 
the modem minivan, then 
bring them on!

ly engaged in trying to as¬ 
semble Ilcea furniture. 

I remember a perform¬ 
ance driving instructor 
once remarking to me 
that it was difficult to 
teach “smoothness” to 
prospective racing car 
drivers — they 


sometimes got quicker, 
but never smoother than 
the drivers that started 
out smooth. 

In addition to innate 
physical or neurological 
differences, you know that 
personality type also has 
to figure into the driving 
equation. For example, 
overly aggressive types 
can be awful drivers, as 
can be overly timid 
drivers. 

My observation is that 
people are generally 
decent drivers, regardless 
of personality or 
attributes (physical or oth¬ 
erwise), when they bring 
“anticipation” and 
“mechanical sympathy” to 
the task at hand. Thinking 
a couple of steps ahead 
keeps you from having 
sphincter moments, and 
understanding a bit about 
the “horse” underneath 
you will surely help you 
from getting thrown off. 

Trying to accelerate out 
of a snow bank by imme¬ 
diately nailing the acceler¬ 
ator is always a telltale 
sign of someone who has 
absolutely no bond with 
his horse.

Electronic Stability Control 
(ESC) 

Marketed under various 
trade names like ‘VSC’ or 
‘StabiliTralc’, Electronic Sta¬ 
bility Control helps keep 
drivers out of dangerous 
skids by monitoring vehicle 
behaviour, cutting engine 
power and even self-apply¬ 
ing individual brakes as 
needed to compensate for a 
loss of traction. 

Since the computer-con- 
trolled system reacts more 
quickly, consistently and 
precisely than a human driv¬ 
er, it can often neutralize a 
potential skid condition be¬ 
fore the driver has time to 
react to it.

Cars are easy to drive be¬ 
cause of power steering, 
which reduces the effort 
needed for the driver to 
turn the front wheels. Tra¬ 
ditionally this has been 
done with a fluid-filled 
hydraulic pump, but to¬ 
day, many automakers are 
turning to electric power- 
assisted steering (EPAS), 
which uses an electric 
motor instead. 

Ford uses the system 
on its 2011 F-150 pickup 
truck. It’s variable-assist, 
meaning that the steering 
feels lighter at low speeds 
so it’s easy to steer when 
parking, and gets tighter 
at high speeds to give the 
driver confidence. 

“It saves up to 4 per 
cent fuel economy, versus 
a hydraulic system where 
the pump runs all the 
time whether you’re 
steering or not,” says Gar¬ 
ry Smith, EPAS Supervisor 
for Ford in Dearborn, 
Michigan. 

“This is an on-demand 
system. When you’re 
pointing straight ahead 
it’s using almost no pow¬ 
er, just enough to run the 
computer (that controls 
it). You spend about 90 
per cent of your time driv¬ 
ing straight ahead with a 
typical driver.” 

The system combines 
information from a vari¬ 
ety of sensors, including 
those that measure vehi¬ 
cle speed and steering 
wheel position, and deter¬ 
mines how much assist to 
provide. More commonly 
found in cars, Smith says 
this is the first time EPAS 
has been used in a vol¬ 
ume-production truck. 

“The challenge was to 


Steering facts 


► Hydraulic power steering 
pumps run all the time, 
powered by the engine, 
which uses more fuel be¬ 
cause of it. 

► Electric power steering 
works only when needed 
and is operated by an inde¬ 
pendent electric motor, 
and can improve fuel econ¬ 
omy by about 4 per cent. 
However, engineers must 
“tune" it to get a smooth, 
natural steering feel that 
drivers prefer. 

Electric power steering is 
also maintenance-free, un¬ 
like hydraulic pumps, 
which must be filled with 
hydraulic oil that should 
be periodically changed. 


steer a heavy vehicle with 
only 12 volts available,” 
Smith says. 

“That was the key hur¬ 
dle to putting it in a 
truck. There’s only so 
much electrical power 
available with a typical 
12-volt battery system in a 
truck, even with the 
largest alternator, and 
this pulls a lot of current. 

“We use an intelligent 
energy management sys¬ 
tem that always puts pow¬ 
er to things like the 
steering or the head¬ 
lights, and draws it from 
others to even out the en¬ 
ergy load. If you’re using 
the power steering a lot, 
when you’re making sev¬ 
eral turns, it will turn 
things like the heated 
seats and rear defroster 
off and then back on. 

“It’s imperceptible to 
the driver; you’ll never 
notice it. There’s no com¬ 
promise in that the power 
always has to be there for 
steering, but other things 
can be turned back a bit. 
That’s how we were able 
to do this on a truck.”
